And the Uni- 
ted States has shown every desire to use 
it» influence, lo secure protection 
for 


British subjects in Ihn Mexican terri- 
tory controlled by those described as 
constitutionalists. 


"I Would therefore sum up the situa- 


tion by saying that if I'm United States 
think it proper to take 
further steps 


cither on behalf of its own citizens or of 
a British subject WB will gladly await, 
the result. But if for reasons of its own 
the United States does not think it de- 
sirable to take such steps, we must of 
course reserve to ourselves the right to 
secure reparation whenever there is an 
opportunity to do so. 


"Our general policy towards Mexico 


and the Central and South American re- 
publics is confined to commercial inter- 
ests, which we keep, within non-political 
limits. As a rule therefore all questions 
that arise between those republics an-1 
ourselves are settled by diplomatic means 
or can be referred to arbitration. 


"But the violent death of a British 


subject, and the refusal by those responsi- 
ble in Mexico to allow the circumstances 
to be investigated make it. incumbent 
upon us to do what we can on our own 
behalf. 


"Assuming that the United States does' 


not desire itself to take any responsibil- 
ity for intervention, it has been urged 
upon roe that we should take immediate 
action without, however, giving me any 
suggestion or indication of what action 
wo can take at the moment. 


"I must repeat what I sstid last week— 


that there is nothing we can elTcctively 
do under present conditions. 


"The, government in Mexico City has 


no control over the territory where the 


death of. J'.cuton look place nor over 
those responsible for bis death. We can- 
not therefore under the present circum- 
MIUICCS secure reparation through that 
government. 
We have no intention of

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State Indebtedness Growing 


State and national debt is, of course, a governmentsil 


fixture. 
"W" have it, with us always. 
Unlike t.he occa- 


sional fortunate individual, neither the state nor the na- 
tion is ever able to completely discharge its financial obli- 
gations and start with a clean slate. Tt is never able to 
•"'catch up" in matters of nuance to the extent of liquidat- 
ing all the obligations for which it is responsible. The 
system of bonding rnuch used Io provide Funds in large 
sums for immediate use would alone make complete pay- 
ment impossible even should the state or the. nation find 
itself at anv lime possessed of sufficient funds to do so— 
which it doesn't. 
v 


Tt is interesting to note in this conncerion the pre- 


liminary figures on state indebtedness just made public 
by the census bureau which show that total state indebt- 
edness in the United States has iucreased nearly ">0 per 
cent in the past ten years. On June IiO last the forty- 
eight states of the union owed, less sinking fund assets 
then on hand as an offset, the rather sizeable sum of 
$342,251,000, an im-ivase of $107,342,000 over the total ten 
years ago. Including pinking fund assets the total debt 
amounted to $410,157.000. of which sum about $19.000,000 
represented the floating debt. The funded debt was $400,- 
000.000. of which about $359,000.000 was represented by 
bonds and $41,000.000 was special debt obligations to pub- 
lic trust, funds. 


The per capita debt of Town, less sinking fund assets, 


last year amounted to only '.', cents; ill Oregon, it. was 4 
cents, while in Arkansas, Florida. Illinois, Indiana, Kan- 
sas. "Minnesota, Nebraska, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, Texas. West Virginia, Wisconsin and Wy- 
oming it was less than $1. 


The total debt of "Massachusetts, the report said, rep- 


resented 23.2 per cent of the debt; of all states in the 
Tnited States. Iowa, Wyoming and Oregon each had 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent, of the debt of all the 
states, while Pennsylvania's sinking fund assets exceeded 
the total debt, Xew York had 25 per cent of the total for 
the forty-eight, states. 


It, ip clear that today's larger scope of doing things 


is plainly reflected in these figures, and the state as well 
ns t.hp individual is having its share of high-cost-of-living 
woes.
